The Gallery was opened to the public throughout the year, except during the month 
of October, when it was closed for cleaning, &c. 

The number of visitors during the year was as follows : —

1. Georges Michel (1763-1848). French School. 

Landscape ; The Plaine de St. Denis. 

1 foot 4| inches high, 2 feet 21 inches wide. 

Purchased in London.

2 . Jan Baptist Weenix (1621-1660). Dutch School. 

A Boy riding on a Goat ; in background a Large Stone Yase on Pedestal

3 . Sir Godfrey Kneller (1646-1723). Anglo-German School. 

Portrait of James, 2nd Duke of Ormonde. 

Nearly full length, in wig and armour, with ribbon and badge of the Garter. In his right hand he 
holds a baton. 

4 feet 1 inch high, 3 feet 1 inch wide. 

Purchased in London. 

Numbered 485, and hung in Portrait Gallery. 

4. Sir Godfrey Kneller. 

Portrait of Godert de Ginkell, Earl of Athlone. 

Nearly full length, in armour ; his right hand grasps a baton, his left rests on his helmet beside 
him. He wears the ribbon and badge of the Danish Order of the Elephant. In background a town 
in flames, with troops crossing a bridge in attack— presumably the Siege of Athlone or Limerick. 
Signed and dated 1692. 

This picture was engraved in mezzotint by John Smith. As the ribbon and badge does not appear 
in the engraving, they were perhaps an after addition to the picture.

5 . Artist unknown. British School. 

Portrait of David Latouche, an eminent Dublin Banker and public man ; forty years a member of 
the Irish House of Commons.
